Dumont Clarke Honored 


VERY member of the Farmers Federation 
will be delighted to learn that the Rev. 


Dumont Clarke has been singled out by The 
Progressive Farmer to receive the award of 
“Man of the Year in North Carolina Agri- 
culture”. This honor was awarded in the 
December 1 issue of The Progressive Farmer. 
It is a tribute to the untiring and single- 
minded devotion of Mr. Dumont Clarke to 
the things of the spirit in Western North 


~ Carolina and in the United States. When the 


Directors of the Farmers Federation started 
to back and help develop the spiritual re- 
sources of the area in which the Federation 
is at work, our selection for the important 
position as manager of the Religious Depart- 
ment went unanimously to Dumont Clarke. 

e has more than justified our confidence in 
him. Under his guidance the Lord’s Acre 
Movement has spread all over Western North 
Carolina and on out into all parts of the 
United States. Because so many of our read- 
ers will want to see the exact wording of the 
award, we quote the entire citation from The 
Progressive Farmer. 


“In January, 1930, Rev. Dumont Clarke be- 
came religious director of the Farmers Fed- 
eration, a cooperative farmers’ organization 
with headquarters in Asheville. Now con- 
tinuously since then he has given 20 years of 
his life to promoting ‘The Lord’s Acre’ 
movement among rural churches of all de- 
nominations. 


“Just what is ‘The Lord’s Acre’ plan? Well, 
the basic idea was that of having each church 
member plant one acre to some crop, tend 
it and nurture it as being indeed our Lord’s 
acre, and give the proceeds to his church. It 
was always realized, however, that many 
church members could not conveniently culti- 
vate exactly an acre in this way. ‘Some 
could give more, some less. But anyhow, 
grow or raise something—even if it is only 
a pig, a hen, or a bushel of potatoes—with 
your own hands and give it to the Lord,’ Dr. 
Clarke urged. And thousands—many thou- 
sands have responded. Many churches now 
do not use the name Dr. Clarke advocates. 
But most of them got the idea from “The 
Lord’s Acre’ and from Dr. Clarke’s 20 years 
of missionary zeal in promoting it. Many 
churches now have an annual ‘Harvest Day’ 
when the articles grown—all the way from 
a can of tomatoes to a bale of cotton—are 
sold at an exciting auction attended both by 
farm people and townspeople. Often 
bidders pay several times the value of an 
article, knowing all the proceeds will go to 
the church. Many churches raise several 
thousand dollars a year for their church bud- 
gets—but what Dr. Clarke most rejoices in is 
something else. He rejoices that so many 
thousands of church members have had their 
spiritual lives enriched and ennobled by the 
happiness of doing something for the Master 
day after day all along through the year and 
consequently feeling a joy and glow in their 
hearts never known before.

60,000 Cows Have Been Bred 


Since Opening 

The greatest forward step ever 
taken by Southern dairymen was 
made two years ago on January 
1, 1948, when the Southeastern 
Artificial Breeding Association be- 
gan operations. Only 14 packages 
of semen were shipped that first 
day, and Southeastern’s manager, 
Matt Dietrick, had a hard time 
convincing mail clerks that semen 
from live bulls was a safe product 
for the postal service to handle. 

From that small beginning, 
Southeastern’s service has grown 
until it is now serving more than 
50 North Carolina counties, 19 as- 
sociations covering 29 counties in 
Georgia, five associations spreading 
over eleven counties in Virginia, 
seven associations and two very 
large commercial dairies in Florida, 
and one association each in South 
Carolina, Tennessee and Missis- 
sippi. Shipments of Southeastern 
bull semen even go as far as the 
Bahama Islands by air freight, 
with conception results reported 
satisfactory. Altogether 60,000 cows 
in the Southeastern states have 
been bred to Southeastern’s bulls 
since the opening two years ago. 

Proved Bulls Used 

The important thing about this 
amazing development is the kind 
of bulls used. Every bull in South- 
eastern’s barn is a proved bull, 
that is, the records of his unselected 
daughters (every one is included, 
good as well as poor) show that he 
has actually increased their milk 
production over that of their dams. 
The number of proved bulls in 
America who can transmit in- 
creased production to their daugh- 
ters is very small, and in this re- 
spect Southeastern’s bulls are in 
the top two per cent of all the 
bulls in the country. 

This amazing program, which 
has already swept over so much 
of the Southeast, is the result of 
cooperation between private enter- 
prises, the State Extension Serv- 


ices, and local associations of 


of Southeastern 


dairymen. In North Carolina the 
state extension service from the 
very beginning has helped carry 
the ball for this program. Meetings 
of dairymen were held in the dif- 
ferent counties where the program 
was explained, and dairymen were 
given a chance to sign up their 
cows for artificial breeding ser- 
vice. In many counties the response 
was immediate. Others required a 
little longer time for interest to be 
aroused, but the map of North 
Carolina on this page shows the 
high percentage of this state which 
is now served by Southeastern. It 
was natural that the first great 
expansion should take place in 
North Carolina, where the stu¢ is 
located, but development in the 
surrounding states is proceeding 
rapidly with the cooperation of the 
extension services in those states. 

J. R. Prentice of Chicago, whose 
father has devoted a lifetime of 
research to improving the milk 
production of dairy cattle, owns 
and manages the Southeastern bull 
stud. His friend, James G. K. Mc- 
Clure, President of the Farmers 
Federation, realizing the untold 
value of Mr. Prentice’s operation 
to Southern dairymen, persuaded 
him to set up the Southeastern stud 
in 1948. Mr. Prentice operates three 
other bull studs, in Indiana, Wis- 
consin, and Minnesota. This is the 
essence of his philosophy: 

“We believe that in selecting 
bulls to serve a large number of 
cows belonging to others we are 
acting as trustees of a public trust, 
the purpose of which is the im- 
provement of dairy cattle. Artifi- 
cial insemination is merely a means 
to this end, and derives whatever 
value it may have entirely from 
the quality of the bulls used. Poor 
bulls are obviously harmful. Un- 
tried bulls may or may not be good, 
depending on how they turn out; 
and we believe that it defeats our 
basic purpose to make a proving 
ground of our users’ herds. On the

other hand, we believe that the 
consistent use of bulls that have 
proved their ability to transmit 
high milk production, will give us 
consistent improvement in breed- 
ing for more milk. 
“Consequently we furnish semen 
from proved bulls exclusively. We 
believe you will realize what an 
undertaking this is, when you stop 
to consider that only one quarter 
of all the bulls used in artificial 
breeding in the country are proved. 
By a proved bull, we mean one 
whose transmitting ability can be 
measured by comparing the pro- 
duction of at least five of his un- 
selected daughters with that of 
their dams. Our bulls are not only 
all proved, but they are proved 
good. The level of their proofs 
places them, on the average, in the 
top two per cent of all bulls proved 
in Dairy Herd Improvement Asso- 
ciations in the United States.” 


Semen Shipped By Air 

Half the semen used by South- 
eastern’s customers is flown in by 
private plane from Indiana. Ex- 
perience showed that it was more 
economical to collect semen at 
each stud every other day. So on 
the day that Southeastern collects, 
it ships half its product to Indiana 
and Indiana does the same the fol- 
lowing day. The plane is flown 


Southeastern Has Grown During First Two Years 
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by Bill Clark, a Naval reserve 
Commander, and it meets its sche- 
dule regularly. Under this arrange- 
ment each stud receives semen 
seven days a week. The bulls in 
both studs are selected on the basis 
of the same rigid requirements, and 
this “shuttle” operation naturally 
enables a smaller number of bulls 
to be kept at each stud. 

The table below shows the aver- 
age of the proofs of the bulls in © 
both studs as of August 31, 1949: 


Matt Dietrick will tell you that 
bull semen can be diluted success- 
fully as much as 150 to 1. South- 
eastern generally dilutes about 100 
to 1, using a diluter composed of 
egg yolk and sodium citrate to 
which sulfanilamide, streptomycin 
and penicillin are added in order 
to prevent the growth of bacteria. 
The semen is shipped in iced con- 
tainers. For best results it should 
be used within 48 hours after col- 
lection, but conception may take 
place as much as 120 hours after- 
ward. 

Southeastern does not engage in 
actual insemination work. This is 
done- by local breeding associa- 
tions, which are generally set up 
on a county basis. Each association 
has a small membership fee, and

Hatchery

Before that he 
worked some years in the Mam- 
mouth Hatchery. His agricultural 
degree was taken at the University 
of Missouri, and he has been in the 
hatchery business ever since he 
was graduated. As far as chickens 
are concerned, he received the be- 
ginnings of his poultry training 
from his father at the age of six 
years. His father had a hobby of 
poultry and was considered one 
of the leading breeders of his time. 
He was a life member of the 
American Poultry Association and 
was a licensed A.P.A. judge. 

With this wealth of experience 
in the hatchery, we hope that Mr. 
Fox will bring to us just what we 
need at the Farmers. Federation 
hatchery. At the hatchery we pro- 
pose to continue the high stand- 
ards which we have maintained 
in the past. We propose to have 
our supply flocks clean of pul- 
lorum disease so that no inherit- 
able diseases will be present in 
the baby chicks. 

We shall continue emphasizing 
two types of chickens, high egg 
producers and the meat type chick- 
en. We intend to produce the very 
best egg-producing strain of chick-

Southeastern Has Grown

the members elect their own offi- 
cers and directors who hire the in- 
seminator and manage the business 
of the local unit. Southeastern 
wholesales semen to these local 
breeding associations. Each associa- 
tion elects one member to the 
Southeastern Bull Committee for 
each breed, and no new bull is 
added to the stud without approval 
of a majority of the members of 
the Bull Committee. Since the in- 
auguration of shuttle shipments all 
bulls added to either the Indiana 
or Southeastern stud must be ap- 
proved by the Bull Committee for 
both studs. Each local association 
also elects a member of the Policy 
Committee. This set-up gives 
Southeastern the benefit of the ad- 
vice and judgment of dairymen in 
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the local breeding associations, and 
at the same time it keeps respon- 
sibility for management of the local 
unit in the county organization. 
Records of Southeastern’s first 
year of operation showed an aver- 
age conception rate on first service 
of about 54 per cent. Almost all the 
technicians were inexperienced, 
and in the first eight months of 
1949 this average climbed to ap- 
proximately 57 per cent and 61 
per cent last May. Many new coun- 
ties with new technicians began 
operation in this period also, and 
this “non-return”’ rate is expected 
to reach an average of 60 per cent 
or over as more and more techni- 
cians acquire experience. South- 
eastern keeps weekly records on 
the comparative fertility of bulls, 
and if the semen from a certain 
bull does not work satisfactorily 
in artificial breeding, the bull is re-

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moved from the stud. 

The wildest speculations as to 
the number of calves a bull can 
sire through artificial insemination 
are likely to be true. It is easily 
possible for a bull in Southeastern 
or one of its sister studs to sire 
some 10,000 offspring annually. 
“Parader,” a Holstein bull who was 
used for three years in the Wiscon- 
sin Scientific Breeding Institute 
where he sired over 12,000 calves, 
has more offspring than any other 
bull in the Southeastern stud. He 
now has about 1,000 calves in 
Southeastern territory in addition 
to his Wisconsin progeny. 

The selection of bulls is of vital 
importance in this great breeding 
program. Philip I. Higley, capable 
Managing Director of Southeastern, 
writes as follows about the method 
of selection: 

“There are no unproved bulls in 
the Southeastern stud, or in Indi-

ana Artificial Breeding Assoeia- 
tion’s stud, with which we ex- 
change semen.

“First: All personnel of the Asso- 
ciation, and of cooperating studs, 
as well as purchasing representa- 
tives retained by these organiza- 
tions, are constantly on the alert 
for bulls that might meet our 
standard. We also solicit and re- 
ceive assistance in locating pros- 
pects from our Bull Committee 
and our customers, and in the 
areas which they serve, from the 
Agricultural Extension Service and 
the dairymen. We search the U. S.

other proved sire publications as a 
matter of routine. 

“Second: When a bull attracts 
favorable attention, we make a 
study of the production records of 
his mates and daughters. A herd 
test record of every daughter and 
her dam is included in our data. 
This procedure often involves ex- 
amining, adjusting, and averaging 
over 100 lacation records for a 
single bull. Every effort is made to 
guard against distortions in the 
comparisons because of culling, or 
differences in feeding and manage- 
ment. In many cases, this compari- 
son of mates’ and daughters’ rec- 
ords will show that the bull’s 
proof is not high enough to meet 
our standard, and he is eliminated 
from further consideration. 

“Third: The next step is careful 
inspection of the bull’s daughters. 
Our standard is; ‘Are these the 
kind that we conscientiously feel 
our users would be proud to own? 
The main considerations are good 
size, deep bodies and straight hind 
legs, and most important of all, 
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well balanced, strongly attached 
udders. The points that interest us 
most in the type of the daughters 
are those associated with long life 
and persistent production. Here 
again, all available dam-daughter 
pairs are inspected, to determine as 
nearly as possible whether or not 
the type of the bull’s daughters is 
an improvement. 

“Fourth: Finally, the bull him- 
self is inspected and, of course 
(prior to purchase), given a most 
thorough health examination by a 
competent veterindrian. Realizing 
that the bull’s daughters, and not 
the bull himself, indicate his trans- 
mitting ability, we are more par- 
ticular about the appearance of the 
daughters than of the bull. We do, 
however, strive to maintain a high 
standard of individual excellence 
in all our bulls. So called ‘popular 
blood lines,’ and highly advertised 
names in a bull’s pedigree are ig- 
nored, unless he meets our stand- 
ards in other respects. 

“Fifth: If the bull, his daughters, 
and his proof are acceptable, he is 
submitted to the vote of the Bull 
Committee. This committee is com- 
posed of a representative for each

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breed for each customer which 
would use the bull’s semen. A let- 
ter describing the bull and his 
daughters, and giving the dam- 
daughter comparisons and index, 
together with as complete a pedi- 
gree as possible, is sent to every 
member of this committee. Each 
committeeman is asked to vote on 
the bull on the basis of the facts 
submitted or, if the bull is nearby, 
first go themselves to see the bull 
and his daughters. The bull is pur- 
chased only when a majority of 
the bull committee approve him.” 

Several bulls which meet these 
exacting requirements have been 
purchased from Southern dairy 
farmers and added to Southeast- 
ern’s stud. A recent acquisition is 
a fine Jersey bull proved on the 
farm of Mrs. Huntington Jackson at 
Fletcher, N. C. 


Milk Production Stressed 


While the principal characteristic 
stressed in a dairy cow is high milk 
production, Southeastern’s Man- 
agement has insisted on obtaining 
sires whose daughters have reason- 
ably good type. Results at North 
Carolina calf shows this year 
showed that many calves sired by 
Southeastern bulls were winning 
blue ribbons. For example, at the 
Western North Carolina Junior 
Dairy Show, seven of the 11 Blue 
Ribbon winners, including the calf 
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TRAILWAYS 


which ranked highest, were from 
Southeastern sires. 

Iredell County, North Carolina, 
had the largest number of cows 
(1,147) of any county bred to 
Southeastern bulls in 1948. Cleve- 
land County, N. C. was second with 
1,044. At present it appears that 
Union County, N. C., will have the 
largest total in 1949, with 1,057 
cows bred through October 31. 
Buncombe County, with 837 cows 
bred by October 31, is leading in 
Western North Carolina. An inter- 
esting comparison is one Florida 
dairy farm, McArthur Dairies of 
Miami, which started using South- 
eastern semen in July and in the 
first two weeks had 400 cows in 
their tremendous herd bred. 

This breeding program launched 
at Asheville two years ago promises 
in ten years to double the milk pro- 
duction per cow in the parts of the 
South where it is used. It is as good 
for the one, two or three-cow man 
as for the large commercial dairy- 
man because the small farmer is 
less able to pay the expense of 
keeping a good bull. If you want 
to get in on this breeding service 
see your county agent soon and tell 
him you want to join up. And if 
your county doesn’t have an arti- 
ficial breeding association, keep 
on asking until you get one or- 
ganized. This opportunity is too 
good to miss.

Breeding Association was organ- 
ized in December, 1947, with Ran- 
dolph Shields as president. Officers 
were W. A. Hembree, secretary- 
treasurer, with C. H. Townson, W. 
J. Martin, Clarence Hendrix, 
Wayne Abernathy and Nolan Wells 
as board members. Mr. Shields has 
been reelected president for the 
coming year and Delmar Thomp- 
son is secretary-treasurer. Mr. 
Townson and Mr. Hendrix are still 
board members and H. N. Wells, 
William ‘Valker and Frank Ghir- 
inghelli are new board members. 

When this association was or- 
ganized, it included all farmers in 
the Murphy Milkshed area consist- 
ing of Cherokee, Clay and Graham 
counties in North Carolina and 
Towns, Fannin and Union counties 
in Georgia.

With such a promise and vision 
of the garden-to-be, we greet the 
New Year! There is always a fresh 
inspiration of beginning again, a 
new enthusiasm, and perhaps, a 
resolution to be a better gardener 
in 1950 than in 1949. In order to 
carry that out, we need to take 
stock or inventory of our garden 
succcsses or failures during the 
past year, going over last year’s 
notes as we start planning 
spring gardens. 

The first thing that will probably 
start us to thinking about our gar- 
dens, will be the appearance of the 
seed catalogues, which begin com- 
ing in soon after the first of the 
month. Nothing will give more 
pleasure than anticipating the gar- 
dens of the seed catalogues with 
all sorts of new flowers—larger, 
more fragrant, and with colors of 
superior brilliance. The good gar- 
dener is an incurable dreamer and 
optimist. “Winter is the time for 
dreams, and catalogues are the 
stuff that dreams are made of.” 
So get busy and have a good time 
planning that “dream” garden. 

As we make a careful study of 
these catalogues, prepare your seed 
lists now for ordering later in the 
month or to secure from your local 
seedsman. This is one of the most 
fascinating of all garden chores. By 
all means, try a few new things, 
some of the All-American Win- 
ners, for instance, to add fresh in- 
terest and delight in your garden. 

Besides the catalogues, try to 
read several good garden books or 
magazines during January, for 
reading of gardens is next best to 
working in them and by reading 
and planning, we can make our 
winter visions come true. 

During this month there will be 
occasional days that will seem like 
Spring—often referred to as the 
January thaw. Take advantage of

these days and get out in the garden 
and have a look around. Check 
over the newly planted perennials 
and if any have leaned out of the 
ground push them back in place 
and perhaps add some sort of 
mulch around them. Scatter some 
“Snarol” around plants that have 
tender shoots like the chrysanthe- 
mums to prevent slugs from feast- 
ing on them. A little tobacco dust 
around these plants, also, will dis- 
courage aphis which often do a

great deal of damage very early in 
the spring, before we know they 
are there. 

Seeds of hardy annuals such as 
poppies, larkspur, cornflower and 
Chinese-forget-me-nots may be 
scattered in open beds now, if they 
were not planted in the fall. 

Compost piles should be worked 
over in January to hasten break- 
down and to have the mixture 
ready for use this spring. 

As you walk around, you may 
gather a few branches of the early 
flowering shrubs like jasmine, for- 
sythia, flowering quince and pussy 
willows for forcing in the house. 
Store these branches in a cool place 
in water until wanted for forcing. 
Then take out what you want, im- 
merse for an hour in warm water 
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in a tub, remove and leave in wat- 
er in a warm place, occasionally 
spraying buds with warm water. 

These bright, spring blossoms 
will be a sure-cure for mid-winter 
“blues.” 

As we come back indoors, we 
should be reminded to go to the 
cellar or basement, and inspect all 
stored bulbs and tubers for signs 
of shriveling or rot. If dahlia tub- 
ers seem to be drying out too much, 
it is often advisable to sprinkle 
slightly with water. However, if 
they were properly stored in ver- 
miculite or some good medium, 
this should not be necessary. 

And now, with this good begin- 
ning, we should be headed for a 
happy and successful gardening 
year.

The time to begin prepara- 
tions for the Lord’s Acre work 
in the local church is at the 
beginning of the New Year. 

After a carefully prepared 
announcement from the pastor 
of the need for the Lord’s Acre

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The Country Church With The Lord’s Acre Plan

Twentieth Anniversary 
Lord’s Acre Publication 

January, 1950, marks the twen- 
tieth anniversary of the beginning 
of the Lord’s Acre Movement. 
This anniversary will be observed 
through two publications. 

First, a pamphlet is being pre- 
pared to give complete information 
upon the Lord’s Acre plan, es- 
pecially designed for use by coun- 
try churches to introduce and 
succesfully to manage the plan. 
This pamphlet will be widely dis- 
tributed throughout the United 
States and on mission fields. 

Second, Farmers Federation 
News for February will contain 
many reports from different sec- 
tions of the United States and from 
mission fields. It will serve to show 
the continuing development of the 
Lord’s Acre Movement. However, 
it will not be featured for wide 
distribution as previous anniver- 
sary issues have been used. This 
change is made both because the 
new pamphlet will serve the pur- 
pose better, and because the Feb- 
ruary issue will, of necessity, be 
devoted largely to another import- 
ant activity of Farmers Federation. 





“He That Overcometh 
Shall Inherit All Things” 

The picture of the Lord’s Acre 
potato vines of the Crossnore 
Baptist Church on this page would 
indicate the fulfillment of the hopes 
of pastor and congregation for a 
large financial return. Actually, a 
week after the picture was taken 
a blight struck these potato vines 
and the yield, instead of reaching 
the expected three or four hundred 
dollars, was only $84. 

This same failure of a dedicated 
crop has occurred in other places 
from time to time. What is to be 
done? Give up the Lord’s Acre 
work? Certainly not! It is a part 
of the Christian life to overcome 
temporary failure through faith 
and work. Also, it is better not to 
rely wholly upon one group pro- 
ject, but to have a number of 
projects. Along with a group pro- 
ject, each one should be asked to 
have an individual project, with 
diversified crops. A small neigh- 
boring church in the same com- 
munity with the failed potato 
project gained $370.00, a most sat- 
isfactory return. The result was 
gained entirely through individual 
projects which were faithfully 
carried out. 

This is the thoughtful, courage- 
ous faith with which pastor A. G. 
Brooks of Crossnore is facing the 
situation. He plans to request his 
people to carry out the Lord’s Acre 
plan on this broader and sounder 
basis this year. 








THE LORD’S ACRE MOVEMENT 

ON THE THRESHHOLD OF A GREAT ADVANCE 
HE Lord’s Acre Movement is going forward. Indeed, there 
are definite evidences that it is just on the threshold of a 
great development. The Methodist Church, through its 
rural church department, has authorized the preparation of sets 
of beautiful color slides of succesful Lord’s Acre accomplishments 
to be placed at each of its sixteen depositories. The New York 
Rural Church Institute is making the pro- 
motion of the Lord’s Acre plan its major 
activity this year. Pastors in the Missouri 
Synod of the Lutheran Church are fostering 
dedicated projects for Dr. Walter Maier’s 
radio broadcast. Practically all the major 
denominations in the United States are ad- 
vocating the use of the Lord’s Acre plan. As 
in North Carolina, so in many other states, 
most encouraging and satisfying results have 
come through this work. The Lord’s Acre 
plan is being developed from Maine to Cal- 
ifornia, from Canada to Mexico, and in- 

creasingly on mission fields. 

Mr. Clarke A pastor in Wisconsin who is deeply inter- 
ested in the use of this Biblical practice and who has gained 
worthwhile results from its use writes that it is of the greatest 
importance that church people shall catch a vision of is funda- 
mental nature. Again and again, study groups of pastors from 
different states have declared unanimously that there is no ade- 
quate substitute for this method of stewardship for its special and 
essential values. 

A pastor in Indiana makes a significant statement: “Rural 
America needs something to bring her people back together in a 
community-centered program which the Rurai Church once held. 
The husking bee lost its place to mechanical piekers. The thresh- 
ing ring lost its place to the combine.” 

The Lord’s Acre plan more and more is eoming to bring the 
people of our churches into a community-centered program. The 
service of dedication at the beginning of the planting season; the 
consciousness that people are working in the fields and with their 
livestock as ‘laborers together with God”; then the Harvest Home 
at the close of the growing season all serve to bind the people to- 
gether in a fellowship of Christian work. In places where the 
dedicated projects are sold at auction and in places where colorful 
pageantry is carried out at the harvest season this phase of the 
work of the Church is brought before the people in a very ap- 
pealing way. We are reminded of the scenes of Biblical days 
when people were responsive to God’s command, “Bring ye all 
the tithes into the storehouse”, and “Unto the place which the 
Lord your God shall choose . . . shall ye bring the firstlings of 
your herds and of your flocks”. 

When the spiritual use of the Lord’s Acre plan is kept con- 
stantly in the minds and hearts of the people, its basic values are 
realized and it makes most vital spiritual and material contribu- 

tions to the life and progress of the Church.
